WILLIAM HARTLEY DEAD 


Once Prominent in the Oil Industry

William Hartley, Esq., died sud- 
denly at his residence on South Rich- 
ard Street, Bedford, about 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. About four weeks 
ago he^ fell and broke an arm','since 
which time he had been confined to 
the house, but was not considered in 
a dangerous condition. 
During the 
last two decades Mr. Hartley led a 
retired life and his familiar figure 
will be missed on our streets 


William Hartley was born July 24, 


1831, at Mt. Dallas. His father was 
a farmer and gave his son the benefit 
of a collegiate education, which was 
.attained by a course of three years at 
Washington College, and one at Jef- 
ferson— at which latter institution he 
graduated in the class of'1850. Con- 
cluding that a collegiate course was 
not necessarily followed by the adou- 
tipir of a profession, Mr. Hartley be- 
took Himself to the quiet pursuits of 
agriculture. He became a successful 
farmer, as' is well attested by his ac- 
cumulated wealth as well as by vari- 
ousf addresses delivered before agri- 
cultural societies—which latter also 
stamp him as a man of no ordinarv 
talent and--culture. 


In 1854? the hardware trade was 
added to his farming, and soon there- 
after, to both, that of an extensive 
flour mill. 


In 1864 Mr.' Hartley visited the 
Pennsylvania oil regions, then com- 
prising- only Oil Creek and the upper 
Allegheny, and soon after, also, the 
Wiest .Virginia region. The presence 
of :pil of the same kind at these two 
points, naturally suggested the idea 
of-jan".intermediateoil field; but the 
distance was so great, and the theory 
of "helts," then so crude and intan- 
gible^ that, as .in other instances, no 
-dir-ejyt- action was taken to locate and 
develop that field. On his return 
fromi West Virginia the salt wells at 
Freepqrt and Tarentum attracted his 
attention afed revived the belt theory 
speculation. 
These wells were pro- 


ducing^ only sufficient oil to utterly 
disgus.t the salt makers, but that was 
enough to base a speculative theory 
upon. 


By drawing a.line from these wells 
to the center of the rich territory of 
Oil Creek and the upper Allegheny, it 
was found to cross the Allegheny at 
the mouth of the Clarion River,; and 
at this place Mr. Hartley determined 
to vtry his luck. 
In the winter .of 


1864 and '65 he purchased the Stump 
Creek-Islands for the sum 'of ?10,-

while the inexorable laws of njechan- ' 
ical bcience tell us that a massive , 
comet must surely disturb the usual 
orderly planetary orbits. 
A comet ' 


might, indeed, strike the earth, though ' 
such a collision is most improbable. ' 
But even if it should ever occur the 
visible effects would probably be no 
greater than those produced occasion- 
ally by meteorites, or "falling stars." 


The other possible danger from the 


comet, the chance o± suffocation from 
gases in the tail, is also negatived by 
actual observation, for it is almost cer- 
tain that our earth did once pass 
through a comet's tail, and no one no- 
tifecl it at the time. Only the subse- 
quent 
calculations of 
astronomers 


brought out the fact that the cometary 
orbit and that of the eartb really had 


common point of intersection and 


that both bodies occupied that point at 
the same time.—New York American.

They tend to go either 
to-the-.beef or-dairy type. «A whole 
herd of first class dual purpose cows 
is hard to obtain and to keep when 
it has been obtained. 


Selecting the Cows. 


If dairying is to be made a prominent 


feature of the farming operations it 
will pay to go into one of the special- 
ized dairy breeds. These special pur- 
pose dairy cows are machines for turn- 
ing out milk, and the best ones do it 
effectively and breed true to type. 
There is little choice between breeds. 
The Jerseys give very rich milk, but 
are small in size and cannot stand un- 
favorable conditions well. 
Holsteins 


are hardier, larger and can use more 
rough feed to advantage. Their calves 
can be turned into quick and profitable 
veal, and their large milk flow means 
more skiminilk for calves and pigs. 
Where milk is being sold the small per- 
centage of fat is a 
disadvantage. 


Guernseys are hardier than Jerseys. 
They give a little more milk with a lit- 
tle lower percentage of fat. The milk 
is valuable for city trade because of a 
high percentage of solids other than 
fat. 


and tbe total yearly product lessened. 


The cow should always, be dried up 


at least three weeks before calving, 
even if she is still giving a consider- 
able quantity of milk. She will come 
through the ordeal of calving in enough 
better shape to' make up for the milk 
lost. A day or two previous to calv- 
ing she should be shnt up <y herself 
somewhere and given loosening and 
cooling feeds, such as bran mashes 
with a little oilmeal added. 
Some 


one should always be with the cow 
when she calves in order to render any 
assistance that may be necessary, 
though if the cow is in good health 
she will nsnally have no difficulty. 
The .worst trouble to which highly 
bred dairy cows are subject is milk 
fever, which is described in article 5. 
The calf should be given the first 
milk, as 'this will start its digestive 
system to working. The milk will be 
all right to use in four or five days 
If the cow is not sick. Until that time 
the calf may be allowed to suck. 


Disposing of the Calves. 


The question of what to do with the 


calves is an important one on the dairy 
farm. The heifers should generally be 
saved, as some of them will be needed 
to replace some of -the cows in tbe 
herd, andjthe others can be readily sold 
at good prices. Probably the best way 
to dispose of tbe bull calves is to veal 
them. After they are from ten days to 
two weeks old they should be changed 
to skimmilk gradually, taking two or 
three days to make the complete 
change. It will not be long after this 
until they will begin to eat a little 
cornmeal.'if it is given after they have 
had their milk and are looking for 
something to suck. The meal may be 
increased in amount slowly, being care- 
ful not to feed more than they will eat 
up clean. 


Tbe care and feed of the heifer 


calves which are to be kept for cows 
should be much the same as advised 
for steer calves in a preceding arti- 
cle, except that the grain ration should 
consist of oats or bran instead of corn. 
The heifers should be kept growing 
well, but should uot be given fattening 
feeds or feed of any kind in large 
enough quantities to cause them to be 
come fat. 
If the tendency to lay on 


fat is developed in a heifer she is lia- 
ble to continue to fatten after she is 
grown. 


In case the calves get to scouring, a 


little blood meal put in the milk will 
stop it. 
The amount of milk should 


never be more than eight to ten quarts 
a day. Most of the failures in raising 
skimmilk calves are caused by feed-

NATURE AS A CHEMIST. 


Feats Which the Highest Exactitude 


of Science Cannot Rival. 


The bursting leaves of springtime 


illustrate nature as a chemist who 
performs feats which the highest ex- 
actitude of science cannot hope to ri- 
val. In a leaf the living matter is his 
chemist, and the cell is his laboratory. 
By daylight the leaf chemist is ab- 
sorbing the carbonic acid gas and 
Is decomposing this gas Into Its com- 
ponent elements—carbon and oxygen 
The carbon it is retaining as part of 
the plant's food to enter into combina- 
tion with water, and the oxygen It 
seta free" into the atmosphere. 
By 


night this process ceases, for light is 
an essential feature in the operation. 


Out of the carbon and the water the 


leaf chemist will elaborate the sugars 
and starches which the plant world 
affords. 
As sugar the products will 


pass from the leaf to be stored up. as 
in the case of the potato, for example, 
so as to afford a storehouse of food 
whereon the plant may draw for its 
sustenance and for the development of 
Its leaves and flowers when occasion 
comes. All the vegetable essences and 
acids, the scents and gams, the juices 
which yield India rubber, the flavoring 
of fruits and even the color of the 
flowers are similarly the products of a 
constructive chemistry which beats 
man's best efforts to imitated Man fol- 
lows nature, but at a distance.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.
